Irias W ill Be Zelaya’s Successor. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—The United 
States consul at Managua has been 
threatened by President Zelaya and 
has been granted permission to oc­ 
cupy the legation premises, as being 
more secure. 
The Nicaraguan congress will as­ 
semble Wednesday, Dec. I, and it is 
rumored that President Zelaya will 
retire and possibly attem pt to* escape 
from the country at night by the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
Anarchy, it is said, may 
ensue. 
Persistent rumors from vari­ 
ous quarters indicate th at Irias may 
succeed Zelaya as president of Nic­ 
aragua. 
This information 
is embodied 
in 
telegrams more or less delayed 
in 
transmission which have been received 
at the state department from the con­ 
sular representatives of the United 
States in Nicaragua. 
The first telegram, dated Managua, 
states th at Leroy Cannon was cap­ 
tured Oct. 22 and Leonard Groce on 
Nov. 2. 
They were executed Nov. 12. 
No 
news 
regarding 
the 
execution 
readied the department until Nov. 17. 
Members of the Red Cross arriving 
from Castillo report that the capture 
of Cannon and Groee occurred after 
a b a tt le and while the two were lost 
on the banks of the San Juan river. 
The captain of a ‘•nip called to Can­ 
non and Groce, promising not to harm 
them. 
Confirmed by Nicaraguan Press. 
These allegations were in part con­ 
firmed by the Nicaraguan press, whicn 
stated that the execution was for an 
attempt to blow up steamers.

which was shared by the commander- 
in-chief, the minister general, Irias, 
it is asserted, having interceded on 
the ground of humanity.

Process for Waterproofing Stone Was 


Described by Him as 
Being 


Dangerous One 
It. has just transpired here that “ ll. 
H. Thompson,” who was killed in La­ 
porte, Indiana, October 20, by an 
explosion while experimenting with 
artificial stone, resided in Brainerd 
about two month a year ago. Thomp­ 
son, who posed as Harry J. May, in 
La Porte passed under tile name of 
H. ii. Bell, while in Brainerd. 
He 
sold the secret of the processes to A. 
Everett, of this city, and spent about 
two months here, coming to Brainerd 
about the 1st of November, 
1908, 
and remaining until early in Janu­ 
ary. 
“ Bell” as he was known here 
is described as a tall, well built blond 
man, handsome iii appearance. While 
here he spent much of his time at 
the Everett home, where he took 
rooms and where he worked making 
forms for construction of imitation 
stone, etc. 
While here he made im­ 
itations of Bedford stone which were 
passed by stone cutters at Crooks­ 
ton as genuine. 
Bell was a very 
smooth individual, and endeavored 
to secure Mr. Everettt's endorsement 
of a note for $200. 
Mrs. Everett, 
with a true woman’s instincts, dis­ 
trusted him from the first and in­ 
duced Mr. Everett to refuse. 
While here a wolian and 
a girl 
18 or 20 years of age visited him, 
whom lie represented as his wife and 
daughter. 
He also stated that he 
had a married daughter, which would 
tally with the statement that Thomp­ 
son had two daughters. 
He also had 
another woman who was at one of 
the local hotels with him a part of 
the time that he stayed in Brainerd. 
While here he posed as somewhat 
of a musician, and had a handsome 
mandolin and a beutiful banjo, the 
latter of which is in the possession of 
Mrs. Everett, having been held by 
her for his room rent. It is a beauti­ 
ful instrument, said to be worth $75, 
but has never been used. 
From here “Bell’ went to Grand 
Forks, where he is said to have sold 
his secret processes to Dinny Broth­ 
ers, prominent cotractors at Grand 
Forks. 
One thing which makes Mr. Ever­ 
ett sure that Bell, and 
May 
and 
Thompson are one is by the fact that 
the process of waterproofing stone, 
which he purchased the forula for, 
but which they did not try while Bell 
was here, was described by him as 
dangerous. 
It had to be heated and 
stirred, he said, but that it would 
explode if heated beyond a certain 
point. 
But whether or not it was 
this he was 
experimenting 
when 
killed is not clear to Mr. Everett, who 
believes that he hay have been been 
ing at some other experiment. 
Bell’s plan seems to have been to 
go from place to place and sell the 
process, or an interest in it. 
Get all 
the money he could and leave for 
new pastures. 
He was at Bemidji, 
after leaving here and had a woman 
with him there, but whether or not 
it was one of the ones who were here 
is not known.

Intimates His ideas Are Those 
of President Taft. 


RECOMMENDATIONS IN REPORT 


Full Force of the Administration WH I 


Be Brought to Bear Upon Congress 


to Enact Them Into Legislation— In­ 


tended his Report to the President 


to Be an Answer to the Attacks cf 


His Critics. 


Chicago, Nov. 30.—Secretary of the 
Interior Ballinger came into the open 
with the statement that his policy aa 
outlined to President Taft in his an 
nual report is the real, “practical,’’ 
conservation policy which the govern 
ment can safely adopt. 
Secretary Ballinger intimated broad­ 
ly that his ideas are those of President 
Taft and that the full force of the ad­ 
ministration will be brought to beal 
upon congress at the coming session 
to enact just such legislation and none 
other as was outlined in the Ballingei 
report, which was made public Mon­ 
day. 
In an extended interview which Sec­ 
retary Ballinger gave to the newspa­ 
pers at the Congress hotel Secretary 
Ballinger made it plain that he in 
tended his report to the president to 
be a full and complete answer to the 
attacks of his critics. 
He refused to 
discuss Gifford Pinchot personally, re­ 
ferring simply to his own recommenda­ 
tions to congress, which, by compari­ 
son, have nothing in common with 
the idea of the chief forester. 
“The policies which I 
advocate,” 
said 
Secretary 
Ballinger, 
“are 
th 
principles and policies which I h 
lieve are necessary in a broad pl 
form of practical conservation. 
I 
recommendations to 
President Ta 
are based upon a quarter of a century 
of life on the Pacific slope and after a 
personal visit to the bulk of the wa­ 
ter power projects in which the gov­ 
ernment may be consistently interest­ 
ed. It is my answer to those who may 
be placed in the attitude of criticism 
toward me and to the policies which 
I have advocated and which i will con­ 
tinue to advocate in the conduct of 
the interior department so long as 
President Taft reposes confidence in 
me.” 
The gist of the rem arks of the sec­ 
retary seemed to be that he intended 
his report to be a formal and unequivo­ 
cal answer to the repeated attacks 
which h are been made upon him. 
Secretary 
Ballinger 
defined 
his 
course as quite in line with the pol­ 
icies of the Roosevelt administration.
